poses, school districts, towns, cities, 
villages, counties and state, from 
1912 to 1022, inclusive. 


Gratification may well be ex- 
.pressed on tho condition of the state 
treasury. 
There was a total bal- 


ance in the general fund of ihe 
state treasury, on January 1, 1020, 
.'the sum of 81,665,427.54; on Janu- 
ary 1, lD21,'the sum of $3,571,744.56 
on January 1, 1922, the sum of $2,- 
474,607.16; and on January 1 this 
year, the 
sum 
of 85,751,502.02. 
These balances are exclusive of the 
special and separate funds such, for 
example, as the university and nor- 
mal school funds and the soldiers' 
bonuses funds. The total cash bal- 
ance in the state treasury on Janu- 
ary 1, 19'20 was 82,718,127; on Jan- 
uary 1, 1021, .the sum of 56,023,408, 
on J_anuary 1, 1922, the sum of $4,- 
273,731; and on January 1 19^3 
the sum of $7,858,890. "The state 
treasury is in a sound condition and 
the Cassandrian wail that went ,iut 
from certain sources a year ago has 
been (browned in the acclaim of ap- 
pronation by the people.

providing the people with sovereign 
power to express thoir will. on is- 
sues instead of on men, through 
the _ ballot. The advantage of this 
device is twofold: it makes possible 
an expression of popular will when- 
ever, in the minds of the petition- 
ers, the legislature, in its enact- 
ment of law cr its failure to enact 
law, 
has not been expressing the 


•wishes of the people it was elected 
to represent; it works as an agency 
in developing an intelligent elector- 
ate, through public discussion by 
the voters on legislative issues. 


The plan as submitted to the vo- 


ers in 1914 furnishes a basis for 
action without violating the princi- 
ples underlying representative gov- 
ernment. Such plan, in the light 
of past experiences, may not be per- 
pect in detail, but it points the way, 
and if perfected to'meet conditions 
arising since its first submission, 
furnishes a basis for legislative ac- 
tion. The initiative gives the peo- 
ple power only after the legislature 
has been unresponsive in giving ef- 
fect to the demands of the pe'ople. 
Safeguarded as that general plan 
for the initiative and referendum is, 
J believe that the plan for the in- 
itiative and . referendum 
and 
for 


amending tho constitution, is a 
sound principle on which to lay the 
foundation of a democratically func- 
tioning government. 


There is scarcely a state in the 


Union which does not explicitly pro- 
vide for the use of ihe ini'tiativo 
and referendum in some form. As 
& means of popular expression the 
initiative and referendum is in op- 
eration for statewide measures, or 
for the application of the principle, 
in twenty states. 
Of the twenty 


states having the initiative and ref- 
erendum, fourteen apply the initia- 
tive to constitutional amendments. 
Ohio and Massachusetts are. among 
these states. 
1 point out to you 


that Ohio, California, Michigan, and 
.Massachusetts have taken advanced 
steps along these lines. 


These measures must be intro- 


duced by art appropriate constitu- 
tional amendment. 
Believing in 


the practicability and necessity of 
providing this means of popular ex- 
pression, I urge the enactment of an 
amendment to' the constitution to 
permit the people a full exercise of 
their powers. 


RECALL 


In my 1922 message I advocated 


the recall, only after opportunity 
has been provided for the people to 
judge of the official acts of an elect- 
ed officer. 
I repeat what I said in 
that message: 


"In connection with this proposed 


amendment to our constitution, the 
recall should not be available untU 
there has beon an opportunity for 
the people to judge of the 
official 


acts of an elected officer, so that the 
vote, when taken under the recall, 
will be on the merits of the incum- 
bent's administration rather .than to 
enable a defeated group to force a 
new election on the basis of rival 
candidates at a time when the in- 
cumbent has had no opportunity to 
justify his election in the first in- 
stance. 


"Where the term of office is very 


short, the law should properly guard 
against the use of the recall for the 
purpose only of harassing an offi- 
cial." 


TAXES AND GOVERNMENT 
In my message to the legislature 
two years ago I said, "In a repub- 
lic, democratically operated, there 
are two matters of the highest im- 
portance which directly .affect the 
people most." It is my purpose -to 
emphasize those two things. One 
involves the instruments of democ- 
racy, or the use of the ballot by a 
eovereign people. Tho people have 
the right to change their govern- 
ment from time to time, and the 
method by which those changes 
como should be through the ballot 
ix>x. 
If this is to continue as a 


government at all it must be a gov- 
ernment by the people, and if we 
are to have a povernment by the 
people, the people must have 'those 
instruuents fhroug-h 
which 
they 


can function. 
The superstructure 


of our government, having for its 
foundation the will of the people, 
must be perfected from time to 
time by the people, and therefore 
the foundation should be so but- 
iresseM as to make it possible to 
build thereon a stricture which will 
weather every storm. 


Next in importance to the instru- 


ments of government ia the question 
of taxation.

Whenever 
the people have- had tho right to 
act t-ie nsht to vote, whatever 
mistakes 
tney have made have 


been minimized by the great ac- 
complishments they have obtained. 
The popular will stands unreversed, 
except as arbitrary poiver, either of 
courts or legislatures, has set aside 
their accomplishments. 


The initiative and referendum 


have been proposed as 
effective 


means for keeping the government 
representative of the people, for i 


_ In the development of commis- 
sions we find that these administra- 
tive bodies have been delegated cer- 
tain administrative powers to carry- 
out th» wishes of the legislature. 
They are not, however, responsible 
to the people as the legislators are. 
A democratic government cannot 
Junction without this responsibility 
on the part of the members of ad- 
ministrative commissions 
to

legislature.

gate the members of 'boards and

I move is limited, to " removal for 
cause. It clearly appears that the 
administrative boards

tive policy is concerned, and thus 
the members of the administrative 
boards may administer the laws 
quite contrary to both the legisla- 
tive and executive policies. 


I recommend to the legislature 


the passage of legislation permit- 
ting the legislature to remove ap- 
pointive state officers, as the next 
step in developing an administra- 
tive government responsible to the 
people through the legislature.

tions for the year 1319. The total 
taxable income for that year was 
5368,80-5,244, and the total income- 
tjx paid in that year, in round 
numbers, was ?6,900,000. Let it be 
clearly understood that the income 
for that year, as reported, was the 
net income, after taking out the 
exemptions, deductions and allow- 
ances ' that are made by law. The 
National Bureau of Economic Re- 
search estimates' the inco_me of the 
people of the state of Wisconsin in 
191-J as 
$1,466,513,000. This in a 
very much larger figure than the 
total taxable income discovered by 
the Tax Commission. 
The differ- 


ence, however, is doubtless due 
\f> 


the fact that the incomes-reported 
by the Tax Commission .are incomes 
taxable under our income law, while 
the incomes reported by the Na- 
tional Bureau of Economic Research 
include incomes that are not tax- 
able. 


The income' tax law was passed 


in 1911, and there has boon no read- 
justment o* the two systems of tax- 
ation looking toward an equitable 
distribution of the tax burden since 
then. 


Of the income tax, only ten per 


cent thereof goes into the 
state 


treasury. 
Of the real and personal 


property tax, there is paid into the 
state treasury the university % mill 
tax, the normal school 1-6 mill, tax, 
and the common school 7-10 mill 
tax, and for the last three years a 
road tax amounting to §1,700,000 
making a total tax, in round num- 
bers, of $7,300,000 annually, paid 
into the state treasury direct by 
real and personal property for the 
last three years. 
The income tax 


paid into the state treasury is, on 
an average, about one-tenth the 
amount of the real and personal 
property tax paid directly into the 
state treasury. 


In late years there has groin; up 


a system of surtaxes levied for spe- 
cific purposes. The soldiers' -bonus 
lax was levied but one year. The 
soldiers' educational bonus tax was 
levied five years and expires next 
year, leaving the teachers' retire- 
ment fund tax thereafter as the 
only surtax on incomes. The com- 
mon school, university and normal 
school tax, amounting in round num- 
bers to 85,500,000, is a surtax on 
teal and personal property. The to- 
tax of existing surtax on incomes 
and tangible property is, in round 
numbers, $7,000,000, with real and 
personal property paying- nearly 
four times as much thereof as in-" 
comes. 
(This excludes temporary 


soldiers' educational bonus tax.) 


Real and personal property, in 


round numbers, is assessed at ?•!,- 
500,000,000. If that property yield- 
ed a net annual income of .six per- 
cent, the income therefrom would 
be .$270,000,000, out of which was 
paid in 1920 a $97,000,000 tax, while 
the taxable net incomes of $363,- 
000,000 1:1 1019 paid a tax of only 
$0,243,000 in 1920. I call your at- 
tention to these 
comparisons 
to 


bring oat clearly the inequalities 
that exist. 


Only when there is a'net taxable 


income is an income tax to -be paid, 
tal of existing surtax on incomes 
must first yield a. return before 
there is any money with which to 
pay the tax. 


gested recommendations with re- 
spect to a graduated licence tax up- 
on motor vehicles do not-furnish 
the necessary, fund). 
The amount 


payable out of the .general fund of

In view of the fact that real and 


personal property is bearing, for lo- 
cal purposes, nearly the entire bur- 
den, the greater amount, if not all, 
of this suggested- fund should be 
levied upon incomes.

Under such plan each succeeding 


legislature will have a certain and 
definite policy to follow in conform- 
ity to our constitution, and the tax- 
payer, either as to incomes or any 
tangible property, will not be con- 
tinuously threatened with special 
forms of taxation. 
The income tax- 


payer, as I gain from past history. 
is faced with the responsibility of 
accepting this proposed - plan 
or 


some plan in general conformity 
thereto, or submitting to a practice 
th'at is at all times menacing. 
A 


reasonable fixed policy, in my opin- 
ion, is desirable from the standpoint 
01 the state and the taxpayer alike. 


By relieving real 
and personal 


property of the burden of trunk 
highways, and by repealing the mill 
taxes or surtaxes on tangible prop- 
erty, there -will be a substantial re- 
duction of taxes on real and per- 
sonal -property. • These suggestions 
do not contemplate additional taxes 
in the aggregate. They do mean a 
more equitable readjustment of tho 
tax burden. 
> 


If the offset now provided in the 


normal income tax law with respect 
to local assessments 
is repealed, 


then the effect (-f such repeal will 
be to further reduce taxes on real 
and personal property locally. 


A gradual readjustment of our 


taxation system is advisable, and I 
believe that we should give serious 
thought to the ultimate repeal of 
the personal property tax and a 
substitution thereof by an income 
tax. 
Whether the legislature spe- 


cifically legislates along this line, 
it is my thought to ask the Tax 
Commission immediately to begin 
a. consideration of my suggestion, 
sJ that at the next session of the 
legislature there may be presented 
a complete statement of facts con- 
cerning the effect on localities, prin- 
cipally towns, cities and villages, of 
the repeal of the personal property- 
tax, and the possibilities of substi- 
tution of the income tax 
in lieu 


'••hereof. 


If all parties 
interested, both 


within and outside of the legisla- 
ture, will give conscientious con-' 
iideratipn to these suggestions, we 
will, within a short time, perfect 
our -system of taxation with a fixed 
policy. 
We can then rest assured 


that the imposition of surtaxes, both 
as to real and personal property 
and incomes, will not be a disturb- 
ing element in our political and 
economic life. If this question is 
not solved, I.can see no other re-

Wisconsin faces the problem of 


readjusting her "tax burdens equqit- 
ably. I call your attention to the 
pledge made to the people by the 
major party in Wisconsin, and as 
lulatinjr to taxation in Wisconsin, 
I repeat herein such pledge: 


"We favor equalization of * * * 


state taxes upon the principle that 
those who are bsst able to 
pay 


should bear the heaviest burdens. 
To that end we favor 
* - * * ad- 


justments of income tax rates." 


We have two systems in Wiscon- 


sin, one the taxation of tangible 
property, real and personal, and the 
other taxation of incor«es, privi- 
leges and occupations. 
As I sug- 


gested two years ago, the two sys- 
tems have been 
growing apart. 


The tax on tangible property has 
been constantly increasing, through 
an increase in tho assessed valua- 
tion and the constant increase in 
the rate of taxation (see Table I). 
There is no fixed rate for the prop- 
erty tax. 
^ The income tax rate is fixed, .and 
therefore any additional increase in 
the cost-of government is borne en- 
tirely by real and personal property. 
Taxes upon real and personal prop- 
erty have reached that point where 
they have become an undue bih-den, 
until those who are least able to 
pay are required to pay the heavi- 
est burden. I annex hereto a, table 
showing the amount of income'- tax- 
es that have been collected in cash 
for the years fro-n 1913 to 1922, in- 
clusive (Table II). 


In round numbers, the average 


annual income tax paid in cash" for 
the ten years has been .$4,1&1,000, 


Section u or Article VIII, State 


Constitution, provides that: - 


"The 
legislature shall provide for 


an annual tax sufficient to. defray 
the estimated expenses of the state 
for each year; and whenever the 
expenses of any year shall exceed 
the income, the legislature shall 
provide for levying a. tax for the 
ensuing year, sufficient, with other 
sources of income, to pay tiie de- 
ficiency as well as the estimated 
expenses of sfich ensuing year." 


The university and normal school 


mill taxes no longer support the 
respective institutions. They were 
originally designed for that pur- 
pose and that was the inducement 
1'or their passage. 
I feel'that the' 


present situation, which permits the 
levying of what is popularly known 
as surtaxes, either upon real and 
personal property or incomes, leads 
to extravagance and inequalities. 
I have pointed out how the mill 
taxes, -which arc in effect a surtax 
on real and rjersonal property, place 
an inequitable burden for 'specific 
purposes on tangible property. 
I 


pointed out two years ago that we 
have an unstable state policy with 
respect to taxation, and then sugr 
gested that, by reason thereof, at 
each session of the legislature there 
is an invitation to legislation from 
time to time proposing tlTe-surtaxes 
on incomes, and, I now add, sur- 
taxes on real and personal prop- 
erty, whenever the legislature, may 
desire to embark upon some new un- 
dertaking or to meet some^proposed 
appropriation that might not other- 
wise be made if the burden were 
to be equitably carried under our 
dual system of taxation. 


I therefore recommend that all 
surtaxes, including the mill taxes, 
be repealed, and.that there be es- 
tablished a .ratio between the in- 
come tax and-the real and personal 
property tax payable into the state 
treasury, without changing the dis- 
tribution of state"funds.relating to 
our schools, exclusive of the univer- 
sity and normal schools. -It should 
be understood that the soldiers' bo- 
nuses surtax should! remain .as now 
provided by" law. 


I further recommend that' the 


amount of the adjusted tax to -be 
levied be 'equal to the. reasonable 
demands of the university and nor- 
mal schools, provide for the funds 
now distributed 
to the common 


schools, and such amount as may 
be needed for the teachers' retire- 
ment fund, ...together with such'.ad-" 
ditional amount as may be"-requir- 
ed for highway purposes (if my sug--, 


appreciate jrhat any adri'itional tax 
levy will -mean an increase of taxes 
within the- limits of the ratio that 
may be fixed by -the income taxes 
and tangible property taxes upon 
all forms of taxable property and 
incomes, and that appreciation alone 
will act to arrest unnecessary ap- 
propriations or unnecessary state 
undertakings. 


EXEMPTIONS 


Present exemptinns under; the in- 


come tax law were considered rea- 
sonable and ample at the time the 
law was adopted in 1911. Condi- 
tions have changed. 
The cost of 


living has mounted much higher. 
The theory Of the exemption was 
that an amount sufficient to cover 
the cost of living of an ordinary 
family should be exempt from taxa- 
tion. To meet the changed condi- 
tions, the exemption should bo in- 
creased'approximating the exemp- 
tions under the federal income tax 
law, and I recommend appropriate 
legislation to carry out such sug- 
gestion. 


EXEMPTION OF DIVIDENDS ! 
TREATED 


The Tax .Commission, in its 1922 


biennial report, recommends the re- 
peal of subsection (5) of section 
71.03 and subsection (4) of section 
71.04. 
These two paragraphs ex- 


empt dividends from taxation. The 
commission- states: 


"These paragraphs accomplish, to 


a great extent, the reverse of what 
was intended. Instead of avoiding- 
double taxation, they make it pos- 
sible to avoid all taxation. If the 
two paragraphs are repealed, then 
dividends received by residents of 
this state w.TJ be subject to taxa- 
tion." 
^ 


I am in accord'with the Tax Com- 


mission's recommendations. 


TAXATION OF BANK 


DIVIDENDS 


Thej Tax 'Commission, in the same 


report,- calls attention to the fact 
that dividends received from state 
banks, national banks, mutual sav- 
ing's banks and trust companies 
subject to taxation by this state are 
.exempt from the income tax, and 
recommends that this discrimination 
in favor of bank .dividends be re- 
moved 'by appropriate legislation. 
It particularly calls attention to a 
condition that obtains under a re- 
cent decision of the iSepreme Court 
of the United States, which pre- 
cludes the state from taxing na- 
tional bank stock in Wisconsin, and 
by "reason of that decision, appar- 
ently the only way open to the state 
to tax national, banks is to do so 
by taxing dividends paid to the 
stockholders. 
. . 
• . * ' . - 


I concur in such recommendation 
of the Tax Commission. 


After. the close of, the legislative 
session of '1921 I turned my atten- 
tion to the question of the auditing 
of • income tax reports. 
-I found 


that in the two years preceding 
1921 the .Tax Commission had suc- 
ceeded, in adding additional income 
taxes, through the field audits, of 
?102,834. These were from, 127 cor- 
poration returns only. 
I obtained 


from the Ta_x Commission informa- 
tion . respecting this subject and 1 
found that, in its 
opinion, 
there 


were about 14,000 corporations do- 
ing .business in the state and of 
ihat number approximately 3,200 
income tax returns of corporations 
ought to be audited. 


On 'the 18th day of November, 


1921, 
I called a meeting in the ex- 


ecutive office of the members of the 
Tax Commission, the secretary of 
tho State Board of Public Affairs 
ind the secretary 
of 
the 
State 


Board of Education, to discuss the 
possibility of making the field audit 
more effective. 
As a result of that 


conference I requested.the Tax Com- 
mission to address a request to the 
State Board of Education to assist 
the Tax Commission in the admin- 
istration of the soldiers' educational 
bonus, .and to ask that $40,000 be 
placed at the disposal of the Tax 
Commission out- of the soldiers' edu- 
cational 
bonus 
fund. 
. The 
Tax 


Commission on the same day com- 
plied with said request, and the 
secretary of the State Board of 
Education immediately procured the 
approval of the suggestion by th» 
members of that board, and imme- 
diately thereafter I called a meet- 
ing of the Emergency Board and 
transferred from the special fund 
$40,000 and placed it at the disposal 
of the Tax Commission. 


The res-ult, however, of that pro- 


ceeding, was ~not . effected 
until 


1922.. For the year U'!l, fifty-five 
corporations, through the field au- 
dit, were required to pay additional 
income 
taxes 
'of 
$4]0,173.64. 


Through the intensified auditing as 
a result of the conference to which 
I have called your attention, the re- 
sult of the 1.022 aud_its to December 
first is. that an additional income 
tax Of $1,821,749.34' has been'placcd 
in the process of collection. There 
is yet one month of 1.922 remaining 
during which the field audits will 
continue, and of course they will 
continue up to July 1, 1923, under 
the present appropriation. 


I am cxcludinn' from this discus- 


sion tho amount of additional in- 
come taxes discovered'and added by 
reason of what is known as the of- 
fice audit. ;That is the audit of the 
corporation income returns as they 
are filed in the office of the Tax 
Commission. 
The 
total 
of 
all 


audits for the last two years will 
yield close to $3,000,000 additional 
income taxes. 


A special session of the legisla- 


ture was called -on March 22, 1922, 
for the specific purpose of consid- 
ering the repeal 
of the 
secrecy 


clause. 
Thereafter an educational 


campaign was conducted through- 
out, the' state. 
Every.person was 


given^ a 
hearing. 
The taxation 


question, . including 
the 
secrecy 


clause, was no doubt.the paramount 
issue before the people, and those, 
in nearly.every case, who voted to 
repeal the secrecy clause -received 
the overwhelming approval of their 
act by the people, and in niost in- 
stances those who opposed the re- 
peal of the secrecy clause were re- 
pudiated by the people. 
I there- 


fore assume that the legislature will 
respond to tho demand and the will 
of the people.

I have contended, and now con- 


tend that secrecy in government ia 
a bad thing; that taxation is a pub- 
lic matter and not a private mat- 
ter; that the tax returns of those 
who pay $97,000.000 in taxes have 
no veil of secrecy drawn over them; 
that^no honest tax return need fear 
publicity; that.'.it is only the return 
made by the man -or corporation 
that evades the' law'that needs this 
veil of secrecy drawn, over the re- 
turn to shut out ±tom public view 
that which may be a fraud, a cheat, 
or even a mistake. I put the ques- 
tion fairly and squarely in my mes- 
sage to the special session. I.leave 
the question as then presented and 
as the people have''since emphati- 
cally spoken.

FORFEITURES 


The forfeitiures that are now pro- 


vided hy. law can only be collected 
at "the end of a lawsuit. It takes 
years to try 
these 
< lawsuits "and 


much, of the taxpayers' money. It 
is ari unsatisfactory system with the 
results doubtful. That: part of the 
law should be amendeo1 permitting 
the:..Tax Commission to assess a 
penalty by way of a percentage on 
the amount of tax .withheld,, to be 
added' to the tax in case fraud is 
found by the Commission. I recom- 
mend that these

I also feel ^that ten years is too 


long a time in which to complete 
the audits for the past six years, 
and therefore suggest that:-the field 
force be at least doubled, so that 
the work .may .be 
accomplished 


within not more than three to four 
years, and recommend an appropri- 
ation to meet that suggestion. 


Of the additional tax. withheld, 


the personal property tax as to 
such may be offset. A mere state- 
ment or that proposition carries

it the conviction that that

so for three years by a general 
property tax passed by the legisla- 
ture of 1919. The state law, how- 
ever, provided that there should be 
raised'double theNunotmt of the 
federal .aid, or $3,400,000, for three 
years, one-half thereof, or $1,700,- 
000, payable directly into the state 
treasury and redistributed 
among 


the counties, :the counties being re- 
quired to raise' an' amount equal to 
fifty per centxpf what they receive, 
in.effect an aditional amount of $1,- 
70^,000.

In order for the 
state to receive its share of the fed- 
eral road fund, we must raise annu- 
ally $2,233,000, and inasmuch as the 
state- must pay for the purchase ol 
right-of-ways, relocations and some 
other elements, it ,will be necessary 
for the state to raise '-$2;500,000 to 
meet the'federal aid dollar for dol- 
lar.

It is recognized that we are pass- 


ing' through a period of hard times, 
and until the economic burdens hay& 
been lightendd, I favor-meeting the 
federal aid only as the federal law 
requires, that is,, dollar for dollar, 
and not two dollars for one dollar, 
as heretofore, and that the state 
trunk highways should be largely 
maintained and built from state and 
federal funds.

Over twenty"'years ago'the high- 
ways of-our state Wer« local me- 
diums of travel, 
used by horse- 


drawn or ox-drawn vehicles. Then 
the use of the highways was local. 
Occasionally a man on horseback 
may travel some distance, or there 
would be the overland ivagon of the 
pioneer, but those were few. 
These 


neighborhood roads were used by 
'the neighbors almost solely, and the 
neighbors paid' for the laying out, 
construction and maintenance of 
those roads by a local tax on local 
property. 


Since then the character of the 


highways 
has 
entirely 
changed. 


They have become great arteries of 
trade 
and 
commerce, stretching. 


from the southern to the northern 
boundaries and from'the eastern to 
the western boundaries of our state. 
Yes, the highways o% today stretcJi 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific and 
from the Canadian boundary to the 
Gu'.f. Over these arteries of trade 
and commerce travel the high-pow- 
ered touring cars and passenger 
busses, and trucks carrying freight 
and express, all like unto the trans- 
continental railroads. 
Within our 


state these commercial motor busses 
and motor trucks carry inter-city 
and inter-village traffic. 


Notwithstanding 
this 
entire 


change in the character of our high- 
ways, there has been no change in 
the method of payment for the con- 
struction and maintenance of those- 
highways, except in so far as the 
motor fees and federal aid supply. 
The taxation System, with the sin- 
gle exception, is identically the 
same. This is unfair and inequit- 
able. It places upon, the farm and 
the home the burden of maintaining 
arteries of trade and commerce in a 
degree far in excess of the direct 
benefits to the farm or the home. 
The direct benefit is to those who 
commercially 
profit 
because 
of 


good highways. 


The general-property 
tax 
has 


reached the peak.. It must not go 
higher. 
Ths problem, therefore, is 


to face these changed conditions and 
solve them justly and equitably.

times even, an asset becomes an un- 
. reasonable burden and liability. I 
therefore .urge, in adopting a financ- 
ing program for highways, that wo 
build only such high-ways as we can 
airord -under the present conditions. 
We are far in advance of nearly ev- 
ery other state in the Union in high- 
way construction. We can Maintain. 
that position without permitting "our 
zeal to carry us to such length as to 
drain all our sources of revenue, and 
thus, through our zeal, defeat our 
object. A highway program should 
be a reasonable program, only such> 
a program as the people can afford 
under existing conditions. 


Considering the sources of high 


way funds, I suggest seriously tha 
there is a relationship 
between 
a. 


highway and the use thereof. Tha 
relationship 
was 
acknowledge* 


twenty years ago, when the neigh 
borhood paid by local taxes for tht 
neighborhood roads. There was no 
contention that such relationship in 
volved such absurdity as to sugges 
that such local tax was in the na 
ture of a toll. The tax was in fact 
paid by those who received 
the 
sole benefit. 


Every consideration of equity anc 


justice demands that the user of the 
road should pay the larger-share of 
the tax. That is a principle that is 
sustained by logic and by practical 
operation. For instance, under a 
municipally 
oivned 
electric 
light 


plant,-those who are specially bene- 
fited pay the entire cost of the plant, 
its (Operation and maintenance, and 
rates for service are determined up- 
on such basis. In a sewer system, 
which involves the health of the 
whole community, aside from the 
disposal plant and the mains, 
the 


cost of laterals is charged to the 
abutting property, and the individu- 
al user'pays for the service connec- 
tion. In the posto'ffice. department 
those who use 
the njiails pay for 


them, or at least substantially the 
entire cost thereof. 
City improve- 


ments, including streets, gutters 
curbs and sidewalks, are charged 
against, the abutting 
property, on 


the theory that such improvements 
enhance the value o'f ..the property. 
In the field of privately owned util- 
ities, the users pay for the .construc- 
tion, the operation and the mainten- 
ance thereof, and the .utility com- 
misions fix the rate by which such 
charges are paid. 


_ The only single exceptioii regard-* 
ing a public undertaking where the 
users do not pay the larger share of 


compared with a road system. Ths 
schools tram the individual, cultur- 
ally and practically, 
in order "„ 


maintain a higher civilization. The 
roads deal with 
commerce and 


money, profits and conveniences for 
more profits, while the school sys 
tea primarily deals with mankind 
rather than with mqney and profits 


The highways find a parallel with 


the municipal and private undertak. 
'—gs to which.I have referred.

Proceeding to a consideration of 


the method by which highway furvfo 
should be raised, I suggest th;.' 
there is a relation 'between a hi"i'I 
way and the type of vehicle th'aV 
operates upon the highway.

involved in the trial, besides the 
additional expense of court attend- 
ants and other expenses necessarily 
incr.rred 
If there were, no other 


consideration than that of the pub- 
lic, the present

;s civil cases by ten men. 


The ratification of the constitu- 


tional amendment by the people is 
in effect a mandate for the enact- 
ment o: legislation in conformity 
with tne amendment. I recommend 
an amendment to our present law 
providing for a

verdict in 


civil cases hy not 
less 
than 
ten 


members of the jury. 


The right of the people to con- 


trol their local government should 
not^be abridged. There has- grown 
r,p in this state the practice of cre- 
ating local offices and local admin- 
istrative bodies without preserving 
to the people th'eir right of - self- 
government. 
This practice is not 


only unwise, but in some instances 
usnecessarily 
expensive. 'I 
need 


point out but one example: Munici- 
pal and inferior courts are imposed 
upon the people from time to time 
without the consent of the people of 
the territory involved. Salaries are 
often fixed without consulting .the 
will or wishes of the people. 


I merely call attention 'to the 


general tendency and condemn it 
because it destroys the right of lo- 
cal -self-government. 
I therefore 


recommend appropriate legislation 
that will restore to the people their 
full right to control their own local 
government.

Those municipali- 


ties nave installed their public im- 
provements, including streets sew- 
ers and waterworks, and bonded

The railroad terminals and shops 


need _the?e communities, whether 
organized as municipalities or sub-

-Mil!ions of dollars have 
been invested by the people who 
have built those communities and 
in fact, the community as such has 
acquired almost a vested interest in

Sometimes threats are made by 


railroad corporations, in case of an

Such threats Of removal, if h, fact 
carried out by the railroad corpor- 
ations, would amount to nothing 
short of saootage.

These funds were collected special- 
ly for the benefit of the soldiers. 
I do not believe that the surplus 
shoi-Jd revert to the general.fund. 


Those who have come in contact 


with men who 
suffered 
gassing, 


snell-shock, or disease, now realize 


j that the full effect of those casual- 
ties is not fully appreciated. 
We 


will find in the next ten years the 
need for hospitalization and for the 
treatment of tuberculosis. The fed- 
eral government has made no provi- 
sion for these casualties for the 
future. 


It has been in my mind to recom- 


mend, and I do recommend, that 
all surpluses in these funds be set 
aside as a special fund, the income 
from which is to be used for the 
treatment and the rehabilitation of 
men who may in the future find 
themselves broken in health by rea- 
son of causes originating directly 
or indirectly from sen-ice for their 
country. 


In order to carry out this plan 


more certainly, I recommend .that 
the powers of the Service Recogni- 
tion board be terminated on a cer- 
tain specific date, and that thereaf- 
ter all the surplus money in that 
fund and in the educational bonus 
fund, together with all accumula- 
tions, be specifically dedicated to 
the purposes suggested (excepting 
that the scattering claims for the 
cash bonus be paid until that obli- 
gation is finally discharged), and 
that such surplus funds be invested 
and administered under an existing 
state agency. 


Appropriate legislation 
will • be 


presented to carry out' these sug- 
gestions and I recommend the adop- 
tion thereof.

The tendency oi ova: present edu- 


cational system- is away from these 
principles,.^..The tendency has been 
toward the development of machin- 
ery. 
I cannot, overemphasize that 


fact. ,Not-only has: there been an 
overdevelopmerirof machinery With 
respect to educational 'administra- 
tive -bodies, but there has been an 
overdevelopment of machinery with- 
in our educational institutions. Tho 
result of this is -to veer away from 
a democratic* system • of education, 
and the more the machinery is de- 
veloped, the farther we get away 
from democracy.

Take for instance,'the university. 


This tendency .in -the university to 
develop machinery ' within the in- 
stitution brings the university to a 
position wheue it.-is charged aa 
lacking . a 
broad -and 
democratic 


viewpoint., .Let -'us . view this ma- 
chine'ry for 'a -moment. In 1891-92 
the university staff., consisted of 83 
and the number of students was> 
1092. In 1901--02 the staff consisted 
of 194 persons and the attendance 
was 2777. Tne end of th next de- 
cade found a staff of 604 and an 
attendance of'5748, and last year 
finds a staff of 1036 and student at- 
tendance 7756. • I present a. sched- 
ule (Table III) and classification of 
the staff, giving the number on the 
staff, the number, of students in at- 
tendance, and the percentage of the 
staff to the number of students, for 
each decade. 
Is the last twenty 


years the .machinery has been so 
multiplied at the university that the 
staff is now nearly double what it 
was twenty .years ago, while the 
attendance is only 2WO more. 


This means that a part of the 


staff must have much idle time, or 
their time. is devoted to matters 
ourely private.. This condition has 
.ed to the serious suggestion that 
thej.:,mversityJs'made for the staff 
rather than for the students and 
:he state. 
In "fact the increase in 


:he staff should have kept step on- 
y with the increase in attendance. 


I am not unmindful that research 


s an important and necessary func- 
•ion by the university. 
Stfch 
re- 


earch work was carried on by the 
university prior to- the last two de- 
cades. 
I know of no standard by 


which the amount, of research work 
:an be . measured. 
It can be said 


lowever, that if the research work 
s commensurate- with the general, 
undertakings of the university, that 
ets .a fair standard. 
The appropriation for operation 


o the university, under the circum- 
tances I have pointed out, should 
ot be based upon the increase in 


the number of. the staff; in fact, 
such appropriation should be reduc- 
ed to an amount that will furnish 
the necessary and-proper staff, bas- 
ed upon the student attendance. 


supports, a statement similar to the 
tatement required of .candidates. 
_There are some detail provisions 


of the corrupt practices act which 
penalize the honest man but afford 
no protection against those wiio 
may dishonestly evade its provi- 
sions. 
Such defects • can be reme- 


died by appropriate legislation. 


[STATE FUNDS INVESTM ENTS| 


We are accumulating 
a large 


amount of trust funds without any 
practical and efficient means for the 
investment thereof. 
There is the 


state.life fund, the state fire insur- 
ance fund, the teachers' retirement 
fund, 
and 
the 
soldiers' 
bonuses 


funds, to which I have called atten- 
:ion and which will be accumulated 
for the use suggested if my recom- 
mendations thereon are carried out. 
i'hese funds presently run into very 
arge amounts. Within a few years 
:hey will amount to many millions 
of dollars additional, and there are 
often funds in the state treasury. 
accumulated for a few months, that 
might be put to some use in extend- 
ng temporary credit as needed. 


In the past some of these funds 


have been invested in United States 
ertificatas, 
-and 
some 
invested 


here credit is least needed. 
The 


:ault lies in having no practical 
mblic agency through which these 
lunds may be loaned exclusively in 
Wisconsin, and particularly no prac- 
tical means of extending- agricultur- 
al loans. 


There have been suggestions that 


trust companies might be the 'agen- 
cies through which the loans could 
be made. 
To utilize private agen- 


cies in the loaning of millions ot 
dollars involves the danger of dis- 
crimination as between communi- 
ties, as well as the danger of un- 
certain securities. 
These are pub- 


lic funds and the public must be 
protected and the funds properly 
conserved, with investments secure 
Whatever agency is adopted to 
bring about a more efficient and Ic;s 
expensive method for the loaning of 
tnese funds, '£he state should not 
surrender its public obligation. 


I therefore recommend appropri- 


ate legislation that will coordinate 
and systematize the loaning of state 


I funds so that the proper credit may 


be extended where necessary and 
where the investments may be se- 
cure. 


They do not conform to God'a moral 
law. 
Such tendencies have a fatal 


tendency in the enforcement of laws 
designed to suppress evils that are 
evils-in fact. 


There should not come in this 


country a listless jjnssivity to per- 
vade the whole body politic in all 
its parts. The capability for self- 
government must not be systemat?- 
cally annihilated. I shall look with 
disfavor upon any proposal that in- 
trudes upon c"ie sell-governing cap- 
ability of the people.

Abel Rasdell Was Active Dealer With the Indians At 


Spot Now Famous as "Four Lakes" 


Region 


Near the eastern banks of Lake 


KejroiiEa, ir. what is now the town 
of Pleasant Springs, Abel Rasdell, 
a native of Kentucky, erected his 
log- hut some ninety years afro, and 
started trading with 
the Indians 


in the region of the Ty-co-beh-rah, 
or the '"Four lakes country." Mr. 
Rasde'l, -who in 1328 had been work- 
ing- for James Morrison at Porter's 
Grove, moved a few years later to 
Lake Kejronsa, probably about 1830. 
Beir.g of the pioneer type ho did 
not continc his operations to his 
immediate neighborhood, but with 
a few packhorses would travel to 
the various Indian villages, trading 
as he went. His supplies were pur- 
chased at Galena and other r.earby 
forts, where he 
also 
disposed of 
the pelts, etc., received of the In- 
dians. Many interesting things hap- 
pened to 
Mr. 
Rasdell on these 


trips. Once while crossing Lake 
Mer.dota, he was cast ashore dur- 
ing a storm, and here, after mak- 
ing a shelter lived for 
ten days 


upon roots called by thc Indians 
"No-ah-how-ir." and used by them 


in- place of 
potatoes. 
Bears and 


wolves were plentiful in that vicin- 
ity and many 
of 
these animals 
were killed by the pioneers during 
the early days. Later 
Mr. Rasdell 
was a member 
of 
the scouting 


party sent out ahead of the army 
to learn the exact location of 'Black 
Hawk's braves. On the 
banks of 


the Yahara River 
-between Lakes 


Mendota and (Monona, 
one of thc 


Indians was shot. Several times, 
while following the warriors over 
what is now the site of Madison, 
around Lake 
Mendota, and then 


towards- the Wisconsin River, the 
scouting party caught sight of the 
Indians, and shots 
were exchang- 


ed, with casualties on 'both sides. 
At last Mr. Rasdell, with 
the 
scouts and the 
balance 
of 
the 


troops closed in upon Black Hawk 
and his braves near the river and 
the battle of the .Wisconsin Heights 
was fought. After the settlement of 
Madison, Mr. Rasdell kept a trad- 
ing post on the corner of King and 
Webster sts., but later moved to 
Token Creek, where 
he 
died in 


1S57.

OV. ELAINE read his biennial mes-- 
sage to the legislature, in joint 


session, today. 


The message is a comprehensive em- 


bodiment of principles for which the pro- 
gressive movement has stood sponsor in 
the last campaign and for many years 
past. The message is a statement of 
principles which seek to restore govern- 
ment to the people and to deal more 
justly in the distributio'n of the burdens 
of government.

aral in its treatment of the princi- 


ples of the platform. While the message 
may be construed as one that is not spe- 
cific in many points, yet it furnishes the 
subject matter on which members of the 
legislature may work out legislation to 
ends that conform to the wishes of the 
people as expressed in the overwhelming 
votes of last fall. 


, The proposal of the governor to abol- 
ish all surtaxes and mill taxes and to 
substitute therefore a new ratio be- 
tween general property taxes and income 
taxes is the most revolutionary feature 
of the message. Just how this ratio is 
to be applied and what the ratio will be 
in figures are facts which the governor 
does not disclose. 
Before intelligent 


comment can be given on this proposal 
•ii. v/ill be necessary to go over the pro- 
visions of the bill which will place this 
ratio into law. 


The repeal of the secrecy clause on in- 


come tax returns, the increasing of ex- 
emptions to meet the differences in the1 
cost of living since 1911, the repeal of 
the personal property offset, the taxa- 
tion of bank and stock dividends and tax 
exemptions for the homesteader in 
northern Wisconsin are principles which 
have been advocated in the past by pro- 
gressives. These are measures designed 
to meet the general policy of the pro- 
gressives of levying taxes on ability to 
pay.

U. S. Dept. of Agriculture to Investigate 


Differences 
With 
South 
American 


Probe 
' - 


In an effort to determine the reason for the 


preference of European countries for Argentine 
or flint corn to the corn produced in the United 
States, the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
through its bureau of chemistry..is undertaking 
an extensive investigation. According to W. G. 
Campbell, acting. chief chemist, the investiga- 
tion will 'bo conducted through a laboratory on 
crop chemistry, recently, established, which 'will 
determine if there are any fundament* chem- 
ical differences in the composition:,of flint or 
hard corn and the dent corn largely produced in 
the United States. 


• The laboratory will undertake studies on the 


composition of agricultural crops in a funda- 
mental way. 
Additional work.will be carried 


on con-cerning the influence of environment on 
the 
chemical composition, of crops, including 


certain features of fertilization, such as the re- 
lation -of chemical composition and food value 
of crops to the time of fertilizer application. 
Previous work has been directed chiefly toward 
the quantity viewpoint. The new work will be 
directed to quality. 
. 
, 


"ft is known, for instance," says Mr. Camp- 


bell, "that the application of certain .fertilizer, 
to a crop like corn will increase 
the .yield 


quantitatively. However, practically, nothing is 
known about quality relations; that is, whether 
the proteins, vitamine's, cr mineral components 
of the corn fertilized in such a way are better 
suited to 'animal 
and 
human- rtutrition than- 


those of unfertilized corn. 
Varietal'differences 


will be studied from a chemical standpoint. 


"One of .the most important researches now 


under way is that upon' vegetable proteins. In- 
as-much as nitrogen is .an .essential :part of ani- 
mal tissues and the animal can'obtain this nee-- 
essary nitrogen _only :in the form of protein in 
its food, it is obvious that this class of feed is 
of prime -. importance. 
This: research involves 


the very existence of all .anjmals and. is insep- 
arately connected with the field of nutrition.'!'-'
